Here  are  some  other  things,  too,  that  will 
add  to  the  joys  of  the  Thanksgiving  din¬ 
ner. 

Stuffed  Onions 

Peel  eight  large  onions,  cover  with 
boiling  water  and  let  cook  until  nearly 
tender.  Drain  and  rinse  several  times 
in  cold  water.  Scoop  out  center  of  each 
onion.  Mix  onion  removed  with  one  cup 
chopped  boiled  ham,  one  cup  bread¬ 
crumbs,  one-fourth  cup  melted  butter, 
one-fourth  teaspoon  paprika,  one-fourth 
teaspoon  salt  and  one  tablespoon  chopped 
parsley.  Fill  onions  with  mixture.  Pour 
one  cup  milk  around  onions  in  a  baking- 
dish  and  bake  about  twenty-five  minutes. 
Sprinkle  onions  with  buttered  cracker- 
crumbs,  about  three-fourths  cup  and 
brown  in  oven. 

Cauliflower  Au  Gratin 

Make  two  cups  white  sauce  using  four 
tablespoons  each  of  butter  and  flour,  one- 
half  teaspoon  salt,  one-fourth  teaspoon 
pepper  and  two  cups  milk.  Melt  butter, 
add  flour  and  seasonings;  when  blended, 
add  milk  and  cook  until  mixture  thickens. 
Add  one-half  cup  grated  cheese.  Cook 
a  large  cauliflower  and  separate  into 
flowerets.  Place  in  baking-dish  and  pour 
on  white  sauce.  Sprinkle  with  one-half 
cup  bread-crumbs  to  which  two  table¬ 
spoons  melted  butter  has  been  added  and 
bake  until  crumbs  are  brown. 

Sweet  Potato  Pie 

To  one  and  one-half  cups  hot  sweet 
potato  which  has  been  pressed  through 
a  sieve,  add  three  tablespoons  butter,  one 
cup  sugar,  one-half  teaspoon  each  of 
salt,  cinnamon  and  mace,  two  and  one- 
fourth  cups  milk.  Mix  well  and  add 
two  beaten  egg  yolks,  and  two  egg-whites 
beaten  stiff.  Line  a  pie-tin  with  pastry 
and  place  a  rim  of  pastry  around  edge. 
Pour  filling  into  lined  pie-tin  and  bake 
in  moderate  oven  until  mixture  does  not 
adhere  to  a  silver  knife. 

Peanut  Brittle 

2  cups  sugar. 

2  cups  shelled  peanuts. 

Put  sugar  in  a  smooth  granite  or 
enamel  pan.  Heat  and  stir  constantly 


until  sugar  melts 
and  syrup  becomes 
a  golden  brown. 
Stir  in  peanuts  and 
pour  into  a  buttered 
pan.  Crease  and 
allow  to  cool.
